YOKOHAMA. 

The present French mail brings advices from this port to 
the 2nd March ; the French mail from London, Jan. 1, ar- 
rived out on the 22nd Feb., and the following P. and O. mail 
of Jan. 8, was received on the 26th Feb. The Japan Herald 
supplies the following summary of news :— 

During the interval but little political news of importance has 
transpired. Some rumours of an alarming nature were circulated 
here relative to a large meeting of officials and other prominent 
men, which has been held at Osaka, but these are believed to be 
entirely destitute of any truth ; and the conference has, so far as 
foreigners know, been limited to a discussion on Korean matters, 
and on a rumoured disagreement between the Satsuma and 
Choshiu clans. That the Government is occupying itself with 
the subject of Korea is proved by the recent despatch of another 
mission to that country. Moriyama, the Secretary to the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, who is entrusted with the Embassy, 
left here on the 10th Feb. Government is said to have in view 
a foolish scheme of erecting a number of forts on the sea coast, 
and arming them with Krupp guns. 

Particular attention has been lately called to the affairs of the 
P.M.S.S. Company. There are many complaints, and these are 
echoed from China and the outports. Attention is also being 
called to the insufficient supplies of’ coal placed on board the 
Company’s ships at San Francisco, the Great Republic havin 
only reached here on the 5th Feb., entirely out of fuel, an 
having been obliged to burn a quantity of wood which hap- 

ened to be on board. The Vasco de Gama was put under sail 

or seven days, and only arrived on the 21st Feb. Partly en- 
couraged by the universal feeling of discontent manifested, a 
Japanese company—the Mitsu Bishi S.S. Company— have 
started a strong opposition line to Shanghai with the steamers 

urchased by the Government for the Formosa Expedition. 

ares have been reduced to a rate which cannot pay either of the 
companies. The native company commands a fair share of pub- 
lic support. The unpopularity of the management of the com- 
pany in Yokohama has led to vigorous efforts being made to 
supplant the company’s steamers across the Pacific; a line of 
native and a line of English steamers is talked about. The 
P.M.S.S. Co. have offered to sell the steamers of their branch 
overnment, but the Government have 
been advised not to purchase the old wooden ships of the com- 
pany, when they can get new iron ships built which will prove 
cheaper in the end. 

The departure of the English and French troops announced in 
our last is fixed to take place on the lst March. Asa mark of 
respect, a farewell ball has been given to the officers and a din- 
ner to the men. The troops have begn inspected by General Ya- 
magata, the Minister of War, and General Saigo, the late com- 
mander in Formosa,

Mr. Von Brandt, Jate German Minister in this country, and 
who has been promoted to be Envoy Extraordinary at Peking, 
left thisfor his new post on the 17th Feb. Major Kinder, the 
late director of the Mint, has also left. Previous to his departure 
he was honoured with an audience by the Mikado. 

The usual number of Japanese fires has occurred, one of which, 
in the village of Homura, has again called attention to the danger 
to which the Settlement is exposed from its proximity to the 
houses of the natives. 

Our winter has been unusually severe, and reports of very 
heavy falls of snow reach us from the country districts. 

The election of medical officers to the Hospital, in place of the 
late Dr. Dalliston, has resulted in the choice of Drs. Eldridge 
and Massais. 

The U.S.8. Lackawanna will leave for San Francisco shortly, 
and proceeds home under sail, her screw having been unshipped 
for that purpose.

The small-pox epidemic has worn itself out, and we are now 
happily free from that dreaded disease. 


(LATER ADVICES BY PACIFIC MAIL.) 

The Pacitic Mail Company’s chartered steamer Vasco de Gama 
arrived at San Francisco on the 2sth March, bringing Yokohama 
advices to the 9th of March. The subjoined summary of news 
has been telegraphed to the New York press :— 

The Osaka Conference has terminated, and the participants 
have returned to their usual places of residence. These meet- 
ings are understood to have been organised by the influence of 
Ukubo Josimiti Satsuma, the Secretary of the Interior, recently 
dintinguished for having conducted the negotiations on the sub- 
ject of Formosa, at Peking. The purpose is solely to reconcile 
differences between leading public men, former officials, and 
others, with the view to brincing back into the direct service of 
the country certain able men who had been temporarily estranged. 
Almost every leading member of the Government was present at 
some time during the gathering. Much curiosity was excited 
among natives and foreigners, and the British Minister went so 
farastostrenuously insist on afull and detailed explanation, which 
it was not possible to give. The result of the conference is a 
partial accomplishment of the desired end. Some of the im- 
portant absentees have already returned to the capital, and a few 
of those lately out of office have been received personally by the 
Mikado, which fact points to their early resumption of duties. 
Changes in the heads of departments are doubtless impending, 
but to what extent the Osaka debates will produce Government 
reforms cunnot be known. It is universally admitted that the 
administration needs strengthening. 

The Mikado visited the Government navy yard at Yokosuka 
March 5, to witness the launch of the Sevéz, the first man-of-war 
constructed on foreign principles. A general celebration was 
held in the vicinity. The Secki is a gunboat 197 feet long, thirty 
feet beam, sixteen feet depth of hold, and 840 tons displacement. 
She carries tlfree Krupp guns—one a swivel of six inches calibre 
—and her engines are of 700-horse power. 

A hospital college has been established at Osaka for the in- 
struction of women, and after a certain period no female physician 
is to be allowed to practise who cannot show a certificate of at- 
tendance.

TIENTSIN. 
The correspondent of the North China Herald writes as 


follows from this port :— 


_ Inthe Peking Gazette of the 31st Jan. I find an announcement 
that Ching-lin and Tih-chun, whom I mentioned last week as 
having been promoted, the first to Vice-President of the Board 
of Works, and the second to Vice-President of the Colonial-office, 
had had an audience to return thanks for the favours bestowed 
onthem. Ching-lin is one of the junior members of the Tsung-le- 
yamun, and Tih-chun was, during the rule of Chunghow at Tien- 
tain, Superintendent of the Imperial Arsenal. In the same Gazette 
it is announced that the Ministers of the Cabinet and Li Hung- 
chang, as Minister of State, had been summoned by the Regents 
to the Council-room for deliberation and the despatch of public 
business. The Gazette of 2nd February adds that Li had had an 
audience of the Regents, to take leave on his departure for Pa- 
outing. Further on, in the same (‘azette, and on the same day, 
we find it announced that the Ministers of the Cabinet and Li 
Hung-chang had been summoned to the Council-room for de- 
liberation and the despatch of business. From private letters 
received here from Peking, we learn that Li would leave Peki 
on the 3rd February for Paouting, and since then we have hea 
from the Chinese officials here that his Excellency had reached 
Paouting on the 5th, the last day of the Chinese year. 
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ln the Gazette of the 2nd February there is a short edict in 
y to a memorial from Censor Li Kweilin, praying that the 
Throne will allow Ting Show-chang, lately Territorial Taoutai 
at Tientsin, at present at this place in mourning for his father, 
and a man highly respected by the people of Tientsin, to be 
again employed in the pablic service in Chihli. The Regents 

command, accordingly, that at the expiration of his one hun- 

dred days of mourning, Li Hung-chang shall again give Ting 
Show-chang employment. Ting is a native of the same provmee 

as Li Hung-chang, the province of Nganhway. 

On the 2nd February a party of three Tientsin sportamen 

started for the wild grounds of Mongolia, and as they, in our 

minds, rank with Gordon Cumming, Baldwin, Baker, and Rice 

as sportsmen, we naturally expect to see them return, after the 

Chinese holidays are over, with a long string of carts heavily 

laden with the trophies of their rifles and guns, namely, tigers, 

wild boars, wolves, foxes, elks, antelopes, bustards (Tepoo) down 
to sand grouse. In imagination we see two new wings com- 
menced to be added to the Shanghai Museum to take in new 
specimens of wild animals and birds bagged in Mongolia—a new 
field really for foreign sportsmen. 

The 6th Feb. was the first day of the Chinese New Year and 
the first day of the first year of the reign of Kwang-seu. I have 
not heard of anything having occurred on that day worthy of 

being chronicled in the Yorth China Herald, beyond the circum- 

stance that on that day, and only for that day, the mandarins 

went out of mourning, wearing their buttons, &c., &c., and using 

red cards. As customary, the Consuls sent their cards to the 

local Chinese officials ta congratulate them on the New Year ; 

but as the officials do not receive visits while in mourning, no 

congratulatory visits as hitherto will take place oa the 5th day 

of the first moon. 

On the 4th Feb. we had charming weather—bright sky, 

calm, and mild,—and during the following night the thermo- 

meter only fell to 26 deg. At ten a.m. on the Sth a change 

took place, the wind coming out of the east and blowing 

strongly. In an hour it ceased, and we had a calm till noon ; 

but during this time we could see, high in the air, that ere long 

we were going to bave a dust-stourm from the north, and of 

course at once set to work closing firmly our windows and doors 

to meet it efficiently. About half-past twelve the storm reached 

us, and we were almost in darkness in a few moments. It con- 
tinued all the remainder of the day, and during a great part of the 

following night, the weather becoming colder every minute. On 

the morning of the 6th the thermometer stood at 10 degs. 

Fahrenheit. 


SHANGHAT. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 5th 
March ; no later mail from London had been received since 
the 23rd February. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :— 


The annual meeting of the shareholders in the Shanghai and 
Hongkew Wharf Company was held on the Ist March at the 
Club, Mr. C. J. King in the chair. 


The Chairman commenced the proceedings by alluding to the report 
of the directors, which had been in the hands of the shareholders for 
some days, there being, therefore, no necessity toexpatiate upon the facts 
which it revealed. They would see that the result of the year’s work- 
ing, if the recommendations of the directors were adopted, would be to 
return to the shareholders 5 per cent., and to the contributors 24 per 
cent., leaving a reserve of 14 per cent.—being together about 9 per 
cent. on the paid-up capital, or Ts. 19,250.18, after providing interest on 
advances from the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank Tls. 2,623.43, and for 
all old aud bad debts, Tis. 1,295.01—or 9} per cent. on the total capital 
of the Company—in all, Tls. 2,316.62. On comparing the accounts vf 
1873 and 1874 the shareholders would see that business was well 
maintained, in spite of increased depression, which made 1874 the 
worst year in respect to imports in the history of Shanghai. Repairs 
during the year had cost Tls. 728.34, against Tls. 197.88 in 1873 ; and 
House and Land Taxes had amounted to Tis. 1,078.20, i 
Tis. 657.39. Other charges were slightly favourable for 1874, but the 
directors could not deduce hopes of future improvement from a con- 
sideration of those figures. They had urged the adoption of a uniform 
tariff with Hunt’s and Heard’s Wharves, and the agents had done their 
utmost to obtain the concurrence of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., 
who, while admitting the propriety, positively declined co-operation. 
Opposition and competition had never been more active in reducing 
the rates of wharfage and storage than during the late winter months, 
when the northern ports were closed and more opportunity afforded by 
the absence of the steamers engaged on that line. A proposal was before 
the meeting, intended to remove those inconveniences ; but before 
arriving at that businegs, and in the absence of any further nformation 
required, he would propose that the report and accounts of the directors 
be read and passed. 


This resolution was carried, as was also a proposal that Messrs. 
C. J. King, F. H. Bell, H. Sutherland, T. M. Drysdale, and A.

Previous to his departure from Yokohama, Mr. Von 
Brandt-was present at an official dinner given in his honour by 
the Government ; and on the following day he was entertained 
by the members of the German Club in their hall. 

We have letters from Newchwang vid Chefoo to the 27th 
January. Our correspondent writes :—Business is quiet, owing 
to the China New Year, which is drawing near. We have had 
a cold week, the thermometer ranging from five to twelve degrees 
below zero Fahrt., but the wind not being strong, the cold has 
not been felt much. Small-pox has carried off a great number of 
children. Imperial troops have been successful against banditti, 
judging from the disgusting sight of heads in baskets with which 
we are greeted at the east gate, near the British settlement. The 
Peking mail is just in, with news of the Emperor’s death. There 
will be no work for the barbers for the next month. 

A meeting of Land Renters in the British Concession at 
Chinkkeang was held on the 4th Feb. The report of the 
Municipal Council for the past year describes various im- 
provements ; jetties have been made, trees planted, and a new 
road is recommended The income had been Tls. 1,598 and the 
expenditure Tls. 1,564, leaving a balance of Tls. 34. Messrs. 
Starkey, Bean, Duff, Gearing and Williamson were elected 
a Council for the ensuing year. Some irritation seems to 
have been caused by the use of the Municipal sewer to drain 
land belonging to Father Massa, which is not m the Concession. 
Sir Edmund Hornby has decided that he was entitled to use the 
sewer ; but the residents claim that his decision is antagonistic 
to their bye-laws. The following taxes were agreed on :—3 per 
cent. on rentals, Tls. 150 on pawnshops, and Tls. 10 per lot of 
land. The condition of the Bund seems to be giving anxiety, 
and professional opinion is to be had. Messrs. Spencer and 
Wolffs’s market report of the Ist March says:—Business 
has now fairly commenced in staple goods, and the market may 
be considered steady at quotations. So soon as the remainder 
of the country dealers (now daily expected) arrive, an active trade 
is looked for. Grey Shirtings, 1.56 and 1.76; Iron dull ; opium 
active. 

A private letter from Takow, dated the 2ist February, and 
brought by the Glamis Castle, says :—“ Abont 300 Chinese 
soldiers and three or four mandarins have been killed by savages 
at the southern end of Formosa. The savages surprised the 
camp during the night. A steamer left here the other day for 
Foochow with the news. The authorities will await instructions 
from that place, before attacking the savages.”

INDO-CHINESE SUGAR COMPANY, LIMITED. 

An extraordinary meeting of shareholders in this compan 
was held yesterday afternoon, at the head office, Guesi's road: 
Hong Kong, to take into eonsideration the present position of 
the company, and for passing such resolutions as might be deemed 
necessary. ‘There were present Mr. Deacon (acting chairman), 
Baron de Overbeck, Messrs. Jensen, Blakeman (secretary), 
Nicaise, B. Smith, Helland, W. Morgan, Coughtrie, Lyall, Ede, 
Roberts, J. H. Cox, Vaucher, and Alves. Mr. Blakeman having 
read the notice calling the meeting, 

The Chairman said they had now met for the purpose of 
closing up the company. A statement had been placed before 
oe pea und he would now call upon the secretary to 
read it. 

Mr. Blakeman then read the following statement :— 

TO THE SHAREHOLDERS OF THE INDO-CHINESE SUGAR COMPANY, LIMITED. 

The directors have found it necessary to convene a meeting of share- 
holders to place beforethema statement explaining what has been accom- 
plished since their last report was issued (June 1874), with respect to 
the factory and property in Siam ; the present position of the Company 
aul the circumstances which have led thereto; and also for the 
purpose of passing the necessary resolutions for dissolving and winding- 
uy) the Company. 

In the report which the Directors presented to the shareholders at 
th last yearly meeting of the Company, held in the month of June 
last, they were informed that, upon the recommendation of Mr. Homan, 
arrangements had been made for re-modelling the factory, purchasing 
batteries to supersede theconcretors, together with proper adjunct 
machinery for the vacuum pan, and that if these alterations were 
satisfactorily carried out the present season might be looked forward 
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to ee ea resulta so far as the working of the factory was con 
cern2d. . 

The directors have now to report that the proposed alterations and 
repairs to the factory were satisfactorily completed in November last ; 
the new machinery purchased by Mr. Homan at Mauritius, consisting 
of two batteries, a vacuum pump and engine, arrived safely and have 
been satisfactorily erecte.1 under the superintendence and with the as- 
sistance of a staff of employés who were engaged for tha factory and 
brought on from Mauritius, and early in the month of January last 
the Administrator reported the factory ready to begin crushing the 
crop. The financial arrangements by which the directors were enabled 
to carry out the above were made with the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation in March and April, 1874, and naturally contem- 
plated the supply of the necessary funds for the working of the pre- 
sent season, the results of which it was understood were to determine 
the future of the company. In furtherance of this, every preparation 
was made by the directors for the crop of 1874-75, advances were ob- 
tained from the bank for the purchase of the necessary outside cane, 
fuel and other material, and in fact since the 9th of January, the factory 
has been in full operation, and the last advices received from the Ad- 
ministrator at Laconchaisee were of a satisfactory nature. 

It was therefore with no little surprise that the directora received 
on the 13th of February last a formal demand from the Bank for the 
immediate payment of the entire sum due, and at the same time read 
in'the published Report of the Bank Directors that “steps had already 
been taken to realise the Company's property with all desratch.” 

A reply was at once sent expressing surprise at this summary pro- 
cedure without any notice or intimation having been given, and 
requesting to be infurmed what action the Bank intended to adopt. 
After a delay of over ten days, during which interval no Jess than two 
urgent requests were made for a reply from the Bank, a letter was 
received informing the directors that the Bank’s special agent at Bang- 
kok had long since received instructions to make the necessary demand 
for payment of the balance due to the Bank from the Company's 
representative in Siam, and to take possession of the whole estate, 
plant, &c., under a mortgage and bill of sale which they hold as se- 
cured creditors. 

Under these circumstances the dircctors have no other option than 
to take the necessary steps to dissolve the Company and wind up its 
affairs. No available assets remain, and with the reversion of the 
entire property of the shareholders to the Bank, the Company virtually 
ceases to exist. R. Deacon, Chairman, pro tem. 

The Chairman said the letters regarding the action of the 
Bank were on the table. He could only repeat that the action 
of the Bank had taken the directors by snrprise. The state of the 
company’s affairs were explained to the shareholders at the last 
meeting, when it was resolved to carry on the company, with tine 
view of trying to get something back to the shareholders. The 
entire assets of the company were the property at Laconchaiszee, 
a certain amount of bills receivable, now in the hands of the Bank, 
and a few unpaid calls. This action on the partof the Bank 
would necessitate the sale of the property, which, tnder a forced 
sale, cannot realise what was due to the Bank, and therefore no- 
thing remained for the shareholders but to wind up the Company. 
If any one had any question to put, he should be glad to answer 
it before the resolutions were proposed. ; 

Mr. Morgan asked if it was in the power of the directors to 
annul all unpaid calls of the shareholders, because, if so, he 
should propose that nobody pays a red cent. He himself had 

aid all his calls, and therefore he was not speaking personally.— 
he Chairman said he did not think it could be done. 

The Chairman then proposed the first resolution, namely, 
“That this company be forthwith dissolved and volu ntarily 
wound up.” He remarked that they did this on the advice of 
counsel.—Mr. Jensen seconded the motion, which was passed 
unanimously. 

Mr. J. H. Cox then proposed that Mr. Blakeman be appointed 
liquidator.—The Chairman seconded, and the motion was agreed 
to. The meeting then terminated. 

An exciting scene has occurred in the Queen’s-road Central, 
causing a great crowd of Chinese and Europeans to congregate. 
It appears that a gentleman who arrived from Shanghaiper A+’, 
went to a local bank and changed some forei gn coins into Enz- 
lish money, and went on board again. He came on shore to 
make some purchases to take on to Europe with him, when he 
was suddenly seized ‘by one of the shrotts of the bank in the 
street, and accused of taking £2 more than he ouzht to have 
done. The shroff made use of utterances before the numerou: 
spectators that induced the gentleman to have him arrested and 
taken to the charge-room. The gentleman there altered his 
mind, and did not charge him criminally, considering it more 
advisable under the circumstances to take the case into a civil 
court. He intends, it is stated, bringing an action for substan- 
tia] damages against the shroff, and has placed the matter in the 
hands of his Consul. 

H.M.S. Hornet came down from Canton, but before entering 
the harbour went out for a short cruise for firing practice. 

A notification in the (‘a-:ette sets forth that Chan Ch’iu, other- 
wise Chun Achew, shroff at the Stamp-office, has been dis- 
missed from the Government service for making improper use 
of public money. 

An important item of news comes to us through the agency 
of Reuter. According to a telegram just received, Congres: 
has withdrawn the Pacitic Mail Subsidy. This, we presume, 
is the end and result of the investigations which have been 





' going on for some time in New York. 
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The old hulk Celestial, after all the vicissitudes she has passed 

through in this port, is to be taken to Canton, and there broken 
up. 
We learn that two gentlemen residents in the colony shot two 
wild boars on the mountains at Kowloon, and they were brought 
over yesterday. The rumour spread the other day that a shark 
of unusual length had been caught at Sha-ki-wan is, true. It 
was eleven feet long, and when cut open had a pig in ita inside 
thirteen catties in weight. The villagers at Yow-mahi-tee have 
shown considerable pale spirit. They have made a collection 
of $208.03, which they forwarded to the Superintendent of the 
Government Fire Brigade, begging that he would lay their re- 
quest before the Government to have a small fire engine stationed 
over there and a fire brigade formed, the sum forwarded to as- 
sist in defraying expenses, This petition is, we learn, to be 
granted, and an engine has been sent over, hose and all complete. 
The engine i3 small, but very powerful and portable. 

A strange incident occurred on the Praya Central. Two “sea 
otters,” or, as the Chinese term them, “sea cats,” walked up the 
Praya steps on to the road. Chase was yiven after them by 
some Chinese, who were joined by some Europeans, but one got 
into the sea’ again, and the other was caught by a Chinaman, 
when a stranger came deliberately up and claimed half of $2 of- 
fered for it by a shopman close by. The captor being exaspe- 
rated at this decided the claim by setting the otter at liberty 
again, throwing it into the sea. 

An ordinary general meeting of the shareholders of the Hong 
Kong and China Bakery Company (Limited) was held at the 
offices of Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and Co., the general managers. 
Mr. J. S. Cox presided. The report and accounts were adopted 
and passed. The Chairman stated that the prospects of the com- 

ny Were Low assuming a more healthy appearance, and, as the 

usiness had increased of late, it was hoped that the result of 
this year’s working would prove more satisfactory than last. 
The auditor and consulting committee were reappointed, and the 
meeting terminated. 

Her Majesty’s ships of war in harbour are the Auducious 
ata t Frolve (in the Aberdeen Dock), and Victor Einmanuel. 

e Audacious arrived at Hong Kong on the Ist of March from 
Saigon. Vice-Admiral Ryder, the new Commander-in-Chief, was 
expected to arrive about the 6th of March in the Vigilunt. The 
troopship Adventure left Yokohama on the 2nd of March, the 
Royal Marines stationed there having embarked on the Ist of 
March. She was expected at Hong Kong about the 12th of 
March, en route to Natal, where the Marines were to be’sta- 
tioned. The //urnet left for Canton on the 3rd of March. The 
Ruasian corvettes Ascald (flagship) and Voadnik, the American 
frigate Hartford (flagship), and corvettes Kearsage and Yantic, 
and the Spanish corvette }’enzedora were in harbour. 


MACAO. 

Dr Magalhies leaves here for Hong Kong, to take passage, 
per steamer Formosa, for Manila. The inhabitants of Macao, 
together with the Portuguese community of Hong Kong, will, 
by his departure, lose the services of an able and deservedly 
esteemed physician. He leaves here amidst general regret. 

Mr. Pinto Basto is announced to leave this port by the next 
French mail steamer, to take his seat in the Lisbon Parliament, 
as deputy for Maca». It will be remembered that his election 
in March last year gave rise to the expression of some feeling. 

Mr. Joio Hyndman has been appointed to occupy provision- 
ally Mr. Pinto Basto’s post of Procurador dos Negocios Sinicos. 
This appointment has been very generally approved both by 
the Christian and Chinese populations of Macao, as Mr. Hynd- 

man is well qualified for the post, which is a very important 
one. He is a gentleman of much independence of character, 
and possesses great prudence and intelligence. Hence the feel- 
ing is that he will prove the right man in the right place. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 18th 
March ; the French mail from London, Feb. 12, arrived out on 
the 13th March. We take the following items of intelligence from 
the Straits Times :— 

Amongst our list of deaths will be found the name of Mr. R. 
C. Woods, one of our oldest European residents which time and 
change had left us, and one whose loss will occasion sincere re- 
ie Mr. Woods arrived here from Bombay now close upon 

orty years ago, and from that time till within a few weeks of 

his death was an active and public-spirited citizen. Shortly after 
his arrival here he founded the Straits Times newspaper (the 
same in which we now write), and continued proprietor 
and active manager of it till about sixteen years ago; and 
we think most of those whose memories go so far will admit 
that it did good public service. Mr. Woods after some years 
became a practitioner of the Supreme Court, of the Bar of which 
he lived to be Senior Member, enjoying a large and lucrative 
share of business. All this time Mr. Woods gave a liberal share 
of his time to public duties asa Municipal Commissioner, a 
Tmatee of Tock Seng’s Hospital, Sailors’ Home and other offices 
tht brought no reward, but entailed a large sacrifice of valuable 
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time. In 1863 Mr. Woods proceeded to Europe, and was then 
called to the English Bar. Only a few months ago Mr. Woods 
was nominated, subject to the hate of Her Majesty’s Secre- 
tary of State, to the Puisne Judgeship of Singapore, in which 
honourable position he has ended a career of singular persever- 
ance, activite, and usefulness. ; 

We hear the Post-office returns for 1874 show a most en- 
couraging result of reduced postage, and of the various postal 
conventions concluded within the year, the net profit of the 
Postal Department, after paying all expenses and the Imperial 
share of the postage, amounting to nearly $40,000, an increase 
of $11,000 over 1373, while the working expenses have been re- 
duced. The accounts bear most favourable comparison with 
those of Hong Kong, and show that while, from its revenue, 
Singapore is the more important mail station, the cost of the 

ostal establishment here only reaches about half that in Hong 
ong. 

The Singapore Rifle Association, now a successful organisation, 
held its fifth monthly competition at the Racecourse. Eight 
prizes were offered this time, to the amount of $30, for which 
there were eighty competitors. 

We recently recalled the fact that the new carriage-shed at 
Government-house had, during the thunder-storm of the day, 
become a complete wreck. If this wreck were caused by light- 
ning there is an end of the whole matter, but if, and the balance 
of probability lies this way, the destruction of the building were 
the result of structural deficiencies, we trust an inquiry will be 
made, so that the truth may be elicited and the real cause of the 
loss ascertained. Apart from the fact that the accident might 
have been attended with the most serious consequences, it will 
be very important to know to whom the “construction of our 
small public buildings is relegated. 

H.H. the Maharajah Johore has invited the captain and offi- 
cers of the German corvette Hertha to visit him, with their 
vessel, at Johore Bahru next Thursday. This will be the first 
visit of a German man-of-war to Johore. 

H.M.S. Charybdis, Captain Smith, for some time the Senior 
Officer’s ship cn this station, will, we learn, leave on Thnasda 
for Hong Kong, to join the fleet in the China waters. She will 
be followed shortly afterwards by H.M.S. Hart, which will be 
relieved on this station by H.M.S. Fly, now hourly expected 
from Europe. Meantime, after the departure of the Charybdis, 
so far as yet known, Captain Royse of the Hart, will become the 
Senior Naval Officer during her stay, and after the //art leaves 
the command will, we believe, devolve upon Commander Ster- 
ling, of the 7histle. 

H.M.’s steamer Lapwing, Capt. Sir W. Wiseman, Bart., from 
Perak and Klang, anchored in the harbour on the 12th inst., 
and sailed the same evening for your port.

IMPORTS. 

Yokouama.—An improved tone had been apparent in the marke 
for manufactured staples, although Grey Shirtings remained only in 
limited demand. Yarn at the close was quieter. In Metals the busi- 
ness had been very restricted. 

H10co-Osaka.—The Chamber of Commerce Report says :—The China 
New Year, although no longer ostensibly a Japanese holiday, was gene- 
rally observed as such by the native dealers. Notwithstanding the in- 
terruption thus caused to business, however, deliveries for the month 
are, with some few exceptions, satisfactory. Cottons: Yarn 28-32’s are 
still out of supply, and sales for arrival are reported at advanced rates. 
Grey Shirtings: The slight improvement previously mentioned has 
not been maintained, and the market closes with great weakness, 
aggravated by considerable deliveries of mildewed and sea-damaged 
goods. Turkey Reds have been placed to a large extent, and quotations 
are now lower, in consequence of full supplies. Black Velvets likewise 
attract somewhat less attention. Victoria Lawns have been placed 
largely, both on the spot and for arrival ; dealers are now offering 
rather easier prices. Taffachelass are comparatively neglected. Wor- 
steds and Woollens: Black Lastings have declined slightly. A large 
business has again been transacted in Plain Black Lustres, and the 
dealers appear now to be rather over supplied, although contracts for 
forward delivery are still offered at a decline. Checked Lustres are lower, 
in consequence of excessive supplies. Considerable sales of Printed 
Mousselines are reported. All descriptions of Cloth are greatly de- 
pressed, pe scarcely quotable. Nail Rods: The smaller sizes are in 

emand. 


SHancHal.—The North China Herald Report says :—Tientsin advices 
to Feb. 15 note some improvement in American Drills and mention 
sales at Tls. 3.20 of sea-damaged Dragon chop, which were bought at 
auction here in November last at fully that equivalent. Otherwise 
trade was quiet, not having been fairly resumed since New Year. 
Letters from Hankow under date Feb. 27 state that “only a limited 
business has been done and prices are unchanged.” There were sellers 
of best 9#-lb. Eagle Grey Shirtings at H. Tis. 2.59 per piece, and of 
83-lb. of second quality— same chop—at H. Tis. 1.86 per piece. The 
foreigners at Chinkiang are still “looking for an active trade.” At the 
present time the finest makes of 7-lb T.-Cloths and 8}-lb. Shirtings 
command no attention.” The P.M.S. steamer Oregonian from Japan 
brought nothing interesting in regard to Piece Goods. Some small 
orders for inferior cotton came over by her, however, and there has, in 
consequence, been rather more stirring in our cotton market since last 
mail day. Piece Goods: With the exception of one sale of over 9,000 
pieces American Sheetings, and another of 8,000 doz. Handkerchiefs, 
transactions have not been important. At the same time the aggregate 
business has been considerable. Heavy Shirtings have been in strong 
request, and within the last two days stocks, and floating cargo close at 
hand, have advanced in value from 2 to 5 cand. per piece. Thus far 
the excitement has extended to these supplies only, buyers being afraid 
to touch long distant shipments. Common 7-lb. have also been in 
good demand, and rates may be quoted 1 cand. per piece or so firmer, 
but in 8}-lbs. business has been very dull, and the few sales recorded 
are barely sufficient to establish quotations. A few of Collie’s Green 
Lion ckop have brought Tis. 1.83 per piece. White Shirtings: Occa- 
sionally there has been an inquiry for 56 to 60 Reeds, but it has borne 
but little fruit. The market appears to be steady, however, and the 
article apparently is wanted, judging from the price paid, Tls. 1.76 at 
auction the other day for some sea-damaged 60s ; in the higher counts 
no business has been published. T-Cloths: The demand still runs 
on the common descriptions of the different weights, yet no improve- 
ment in value can be noted. This is not a little surprising as r 
7-Ibs., of which there is not a piece in stock, and very little known to 
be on the way. The natives say, however, that it will pay them better 
to buy low Mexicans ut Tis. 1.30 to 1.81, than to give any advance for 
the commoner counts. 50 bales of Tai-ping Dewhurst’s 8-lb. T-Cloths 
have been sold at Tis. 1.80 per piece. 

ManILa.—The market for Plain Staples remained in much the same 
position as last reported, and quotations in most cases were unaltered. 
Coloured goods were slightly weaker.

For the larger proportion of the 
stock on the market Chinese were eager sellers, whilst for the few de- 
sirable lots that were left they were fairly firm on a basis of the above 
quoted prices.

Codrington, the new flagship 
for the Mediterranean, arrived in Plymouth Sound on the 13th inst. on 
their way from Portsmouth to Malta. The passage down Channel was 
a smovth one, and consequently the stability of the turret ship was 
subjected to no severe test. The Hercules has disabled her machinery, 
and as the mishap will detain her for three or four days, the Undaunted, 
the new flagship for the East Indies, will accompany the Devastation 
a3 far as Gibraltar, where the Hercules will probably rejoin her con- 
sort, and the two will then go on together to Malta. Rear-Admiral 
W. H. Stewart, the Controller of the Navy ; Captain H. Boys, Director 
of Naval Ordnance ; Mr. Nathaniel Barnby, Director of Naval Archi- 
tecture ; Mr. Froude, and his assistants accompany the Devastation on 
her voyage, during which she will be subjected to a variety of trials to 
test her sea-going qualities and fighting powers in a sea way. 

A Peninsular veteran, Lieutenant Charles Brown, died on the 31st 
ult. He was present at the surprise and capture of Fort Napoleon at 
Alamaraz, retreat from Madrid, affair at Fuente Decana, defence of and 
repulse of the enemy at Alba de Tornes, repulse of the enemy on the

rearguard, repulse of the enemy at Bejar, battle of Vittoria, action at 
Pampeluna, daily shirmishing to the summit of the Pyrenees, defence 
of the Pass of Maya (thanked by Sir W. Stewart), battle of the Pyre- 
nees and action with the enemy’s rearguard, various affairs on the road 
to Roncesvalles, battle of the Nivele and attack on the rearguard, action 
at Cambo, passage of the Nive, battle of St. Pierre, Bayonne (where he 
was wounded), affairs at Heilatte and Arriverette (bayonet wound in 
the hand), attack of the heights of Garris, and action at St. Palais 
(severely wounded). He received the var medal with four clasps. 

Colonel Middleton, R.A., has died on board the steamer Douro, bound 
for Lisbon. He was interred by the Admirals of the Channel Fleet 
and the Secretary of the British Legation with military honours in the 
Protestant cemetery of Lisbon. Two of the Admiral’s officers and 
500 sailors and marines followed him tv the grave. A firing party gave 
the usual salutes, and the Admiral’s ship fired minute guns. 

The Undaunted, 31, screw frigate, 4,020 tons, 2,503-horse power, the 
new flagship for the East Indies, bearing the flag of Rear-Admiral 
Reginald J. Macdonald, the newly-appointed commander-in-chief of 
the East Indian station, left the Medway on the 10th inst. for her des- 
tination, calling at Devonport for her final orders. She will relieve the 
Glasgow, 28, screw frigate, the present flagship. 

The death is announced of Commander Robert Trotter, the oldest 
officer in the British navy. He entered the navy in October, 1789, and 
was present at the victory over the Dutch fleet off Camperdown in 
1797, when the Dutch Admiral, De Wint, was taken prisoner, and sur- 
rendered his sword to Admiral Duncan. 

The Admiralty have directed that Lieutenant Arthur Rowland, 
R.M.L.I., serving in the Glasgow, be discharged from Her Majesty's 
service, in order to avoid being tried by court-martial. The Admiralty 
have ordered this announcement to be read on parade to each division 
of the Royal Marine Light Infantry. 

The Queen has approved of the 1C0th Regiment having inscribed on 
its Regimental Colour the word “ Niagara,” as formerly granted to the 
old 100th, the Prince Regent's County of Dublin Regiment, in com- 
memuration of its distinguished conduct at the capture of Fort Nia- 
gara by assault in December, 1813. 

It is not intended to fill up the place of Solicitor to the Admiralty 
at present. There is a rumour abroad that as Mr. Rowsell, the Director 
of Contracts, has been called to the Bar, the office lately held by Mr. 
Bristow will merge into his. 

The following telegram has been received from Her Majesty's ship 
Challenger at Shanghai :—“ Have visited Humbolt Bay, Papua, and 
Admiralty Island; got bottom, 4,575 fathoms. Address Vancouver 
after end of April.” 

The squadron on the West Coast of Africa is to be augmented by 
two additional vessels, the Pioneer, now fitting at Sheerness, being one 
of the two. 

Vice-Admiral Ryder, commander of the China squadron, arrived at 
Shanghai on the 12th inst. in his flag-ship the Audacious. 


Captain Charles T. Jago has been appointed to the Invincible, vice

THE SIAMESE DIFFICULTY. 


(MORNING POST.) 


The amicable settlement of the recent quarrel between the two 
Kings of Siam, which Sir Andrew Clarke has happily effected, whilst of 
considerable importance to our colony in the Straits of Malacca, has 
added greatly to our national prestige and influence in the Asiatic Archi- 
pelago. It has no doubt saved the Kingdom of Siam from a revolu- 
tion which would have involved anarchy for a time and great loss of 
life. The quarrel was a serious matter, and at one time had a very 
ugly appearance. What its origin was does not appear very clearly 
from the intelligence that has reached us; but the wonder is 
not that a dispute should have occurred, but that the two Potentates 
who reign in Bangkok are not in a chronic state of contention. Even 
in this country, where the temperature is never sufficiently high 
to inflame party spirit, the impossibility of the simultaneous occu- 
pancy of any high position by two persons has given rise to an 
old saw which need not be repeated here; but how doubly im- 
possible must such a situation become in a place where the fierce tro- 
pical sun helps to heat the passions of opposite factions ! The dual Go- 
vernment which exists in Siam is such a remarkable institution that it 
may be well to notice it briefly. The relationship between the First and 
Second Kings of Siam is of an entirely different nature to that which 
existed between the two heads of the Japanese Empire, one of whom 
discharged the religious functions of the Government whilst the other 
performed the civil. The two Siamese Kings are both surrounded 
with the same Royal insignia, each has his Ministers and his army. 
The First King’s authority is absolute, and he exercises a control over 
his brother Monarch’s expenditure, inasmuch as the demands of the 
latter on the Exchequer must be submitted for his approval before 
payment is made Ye the Grand Treasurer. But the Second King 
is consulted on all important-affairs of State, and has a voice in the 
conclusion of treaties with foreign Powers, which he as well as the 
First King signs. He is, according to some authorities, supposed to 
take a more active j-art in the wars of the country than the First King, 
his subordination to whom is however shown by the obligation cf pay- 
ing him visits of ceremony and saluting him when they meet by raising 
his hands. The title of the Second King is said to be “ Lord of 
Heaven ;” those under which the First King are referred to, for his 
name is never pronounced, are more exalted, such a3 “ Master of the 
World,” “Sovereign of Life,” ‘“ Excellent Divine Feet,” ‘‘ August, 
Perfect, Sublime,” ‘ August and Commanding Summit,” and others 
equally high-flown. Such, then, are the relative positions of the two 
Magnates whose dispute was the cause of Sir Andrew Clarke's diplo- 
matic mission to Siam. 
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THE AUSTRALIAN MAILS. 

The Times gives publicity to the subjoined note on the rapid deli- 
very of the Australian homeward mails :—Those connected with the 
trade of Australia have again to thank the P. and O. Company for the 
delivery of the mails two days before contract time. The communica- 
tion between Melbourne and London has thus been brought within 
forty-six days. There is abundant reason for believing that the mails 
may be still further accelerated. It may be worth recording that since 
the beginning of the year the various services have shown the following 
results so far as time is concerned, the P. and O. service being calcu- 
lated from Melbourne to London, and the American route from Sydney 
to London :—

The result is obviously in favour of the Suez Canal, which, having 
caused the largest change ever known in the carrying trade of the 
world, is incontestably the most advantageous route for maiJs under 
the present arrangements, while the future is open to great improve- 
ments. To the above letter Mr. Tidman, of the Eastern and Australian 
Mail Company, replies as follows :—Your correspondent is uninten- 
tionally misleading in his letter on the above subject, which is one of 
such great interest and importance that I beg you to allow me to 
point out where and why he is so. He makes the city of Melbourne a 
synonym for the continent of Australia, and appears to base his re- 
marks upon a consideration of the comparative time ovcupied in the 
delivery of London letters in Melbourne by what he assumes to be 
three mail lines—rid Egypt, vid Queensland, and vid San Francisco re- 
spectively. Now there is no mail service to Melbourne rié Queensland ; 
for the steamers of this company which have adopted the new line from 
Singapore, down the eastern coast of Australia, are under postal subsidy 
with no colony save that of Queensland, and beyond its capital (Bris- 
bane) they ceasc, at present, to be mail steamery, and consequently are 
no competitors with the other lines referred to by your correspondent. 
Between Brisbane and the Southern Colonies vf Australia they run for 
the purposes of trade, not for the conveyance of mails. Few, I sup- 
pose, will deny that between this country and the colony of Victoria 
the P. and O. service, vid Galle, is the direct line of communication, 
and one also unequalled for efficiency. But Melbourne is not Aus- 
tralia, and a glance at the map will show that while for letters to the 
Southern Colony “rré Galle”’ is the natural address, “rid Singapore" 
is no less the natural one for the great settlements on the eastern and 
northern sides of the continent. We have been so long accustomed to 
think of Australia as in far southern latitudes that we are apt to lose 
sight of the fact that there is an Australia nearer the equator, where 
population and prosperity are advancing with marvellously rapid 


strides. 
MARINE INSURANCE. 

Mr. Alfred Holt has addfessed the following letter to The Times to vin- 
dicate the Ocean Steamship Company from the charge of reckless manage- 
ment :—"‘ Underwriter’ is hardly fair in heading the list of “ ruinous 
losses’ in the China trade with the name of the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany's steamer C'lysses. The mishap tu that vessel is too recent for more 
than very incomplete accounts to have reached this country, but from 
them it is evident that if there be any claim at all on underwriters it will 
be a small one. Ido not want to compare the Ocean Steamship Company 
with its admirably managed rival, the P. and O. Company, but, as your 
correspondent has done so, I apologise for saying, in self-defence, that 
during the period he reviews cur vessels have made about as many 
voyages, and carried many times more cargo than theirs; and for a 
eomparison of results I refer him to his own books. Will ‘ Under- 
writer’ explain the difference between the stranding of the L'lysses in 
the Red Sea last February and that of the P. and O. steamer Bokhara 
about eighteen munths ago near Hong Kong? So far as regards your 
own admirable remarks, I may state that neither the Ocean Steamship 
Company's steamers nor their freights are insured, the company taking 


ita own risk. 
THE PACIFIC MAIL COMPANY. 

We learn from the New York Times that the Pacific Mail Steamship 
and Union and Central Pacific Railroad combination bave agreed upon 
a new through freight tariff. The rates per 100 pounds are as fullows : 
—First-class, $6; second-claas, $5; third-class, $4; fourth-class, $3; 
class A, $2.50; class B, $2; class C, $1.75; class D, $1.50. This is an 
increase over the recent increase of :—First-class, $1; second-class, $1, 
third-class, $1; fourth-class, fifty cents; class A, twenty-five cents. 
Classes B, C, and D, are unchanged. The steamship rates are as fol- 
lows:—First-class, $4.50; second-class, $3.50; third-class, $2.50; fourth- 
class, $2.25; class A, $2; class B, $1.75; class C, $1.50; class D, $1.30. 
It was considered that formerly the small difference between the rail- 
road and steamship schedules worked to the detriment of both routes 
in not affording sufficient profit to the railroad companies on the one 
hand, and in taking away the inducement to send freight about which 
there was no hurry by the steamship line on the other. It is expected 
that the new schedule will not only remedy both these evils, but will 
double the profits of all the competing lines. 

The through passenger rates of the railroad and steamship routes 
have been increased and equalised as follows :—First-class, $138.40 ; 
second-class, $105 ; steerage or emigrant, $65 ; tickets good for an un- 
limited time and interchangeable. The special $125 first-class through 
ticket, good for fifteen days only, has been withdrawn. This in- 
creases the steamship rates :—First-claas, $38.40; second-class and 
steerage, $15 each. The railroad first-class is unchanged, and $5 each 

8 added to the second-class and emigrant. This $5 increase does not 
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enter into the pro rata arrangement between the Pacific and their con- 
necting roads to this city, but belongs exclusively to the Pacific roads, 
and is intended to be given to the Pacific Mail Steamship Company as 
a drawback in compensation for the passenger travel of these two 
classes that will be drawn from them by the equalisation. It is not 
thought that first-class travel by the steamship line will be affected in 
the least, because those who have hitherto gone by that route have 
done so through preference, and the advantage which the railroads pos- 
sess in speed is believed to be counterbalanced by the fact that meals 
and sleeping accommodations are furnished without extra charge on 
the steamers. The connecting railroads, the Erie and Central, are taken 
care of by being allowed an increase of $5 in their pro ruta share of 
each first-class through passenger fare on the travel between this city 
and Suspension Bridge. Way fares to the latter place over either road 
will not be affected. The new arrangement is satisfactory to all 
parties. 





Lorp Dersy and Sir Stafford Northcote have received an influential 
deputation representing the sugar refining trade of Great Britain, who 
complained of the injurious way in which their trade is affected by the 
system of bounties on exported sugar paid by Continental countries, 
eapecially by France. One speaker charged the French Government 
with a breach of faith in this matter. Lord Derby, in reply, remarked 
that there was really no difference of opinion on the matter, and the 
Foreign-office had not failed to give carefulattention to it. He pointed 
out that we could not adopt retaliatory duties, and expressed a hope 
that France might soon see that it could not be profitable to permit an 
increase of the bounties. He promised to adopt any practicable course 
that might be suggested for meeting the evils of which the depntation 
complained. The Chancellor of the Exchequer dexcribed the bounty 
system of France as a profligate use of the revenue. 


CourT OF ADMIRALTY.—THE “GLAMIS CaSTLE.”’—This was a cause 
of salvage. On the morning of the 5th of October last the screw steam- 
ship Glamis Castle, from Shanghai for London, with tea and other mer- 
chandise, was off the coast of Portugal. Her propeller was disabled 
and her rudder damaged, and she had a signal flying,—‘‘ Want imme- 
diate assistance.” In this condition the John Bramall, from Rotterdam 
for Batavia, came up with her and towed her into Lisbon, a distance 
of about 110 miles. The value of the Glamis Castle and her cargo and 
freight was about £201,000, and of the John Bramall and her cargo 
and freight about £228,000. The defendants tendered £750. Sir R. 
J. Phillimure was of opinion that the amount tendered was insufficient, 
and awarded £2,000, but allowed the sum of £60 only for costs, as the 
ship had been arrested and bail required for an extravagant amount.

THE Francais says that M. Charles de Leaseps, son of the engincer 
of the Suez Canal, has arrived at Constantinople with ao view of obtain- 
ing the permission of the Porte and of the foreign Ambussadors for a 
prolongation of the temporary surtaxe granted to the company. This 
demand is made with the object of giving the company the means for 
keeping the Canal in a good navigable state, and it also tends to resist 
the claim of certain countries who wish for a diminution of the duty 
on vessels of inferior tonnage. 


Cotiistion CasE.—In the Sheriffs’ Court at Glasgow an action has 
been brought by the owners of the screw steamer Albert against the 
British and Burmese Steam Navigation Company (Limited), concluding 
for the sum of £2,000, as damages for loss sustained by the pursuers 
through the steamer Murtaban, belonging to the defenders, having 
come into collision with the steamer Albert. Judgment was given for 
the plaintiffa—damages, £620 and costs. 

ADvicrs received at Berlin from Peking state that Herr Brandt, 
the newly-appointed German Envoy, arrived there on the 13th ult. 
Herr Holleben, the Secretary of Legation, who has been intrusted 
with the provisional adrninistration of the German Embassy in Japan 
till the arrival of Herr von Eisendecher, the Minister-Resident, reached 
Yedo on the 7th inst. 

M. Turc, Administrator of First Class for native affairs in Cochin 
China, has been appointed Inspector in the same service, in the place 
of M. Piquet, who has been promoted to be Director of the Interior. 

ALL creditors of the late Mr. Lancelot William Dent are required to 
send in their claims to the solicitors fur the executors, Messrs. Finch, 
Jennings and Finch, by the 15th June next.

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Incidents wr the China War of 1869. By Capt. Henry Knottys, 
R.A. Edinburgh and London: W. Blackwood and Sons, 
1875. 


Though decidedly late in its appearance, this volume will, 
doubtless, command considerable attention and interest from the 
mere fact of its being a compilation from the private journals of 
General Sir Hope Grant, G.C.B., Commander of the English 
Expeditionary Force, whose lamented death we have but re- 
cently recorded in these columns. It is perhaps, in some 
measure, a matter for regret that Captain Knollys, acting in ac- 
cordance with the General’s directions, has been obliged to 
abstain “from narrating certain facts, and from inserting certain 
correspondence, closely affecting public individuals still living ; 
and this reservation has particularly applied to the share taken 
in the campaign by our French allies.” Even from what 
out from time to time in the portion of the diary which Captain 
Kuollys has been allowed to publish, it is quite clear, as indeed 
was already sufficiently notorious, that Sir Hope Grant during 
the whole expedition was from first to last engaged in a con- 
tinual struggle to keep on good terms with our allies, a struggle 
which many would have been inclined to give up in sheer despair, 
but which he, with admirable patience, courtesy, and tact, went 
through without causing any very serious difficulty. Though at 
this distance of time it is not of material importance, we could 
almost have wished that the General had allowed a little more 
light to be thrown on the vagaries of our allies, and their ob- 
structive and vexatious method of procedure, for we feel con- 
fident that the publication of further particulars on tbis point 
would only have redounded to his credit, and that the sterling 
goodness and greatness of his character would thereby have been 
brought out more distinctly and fully than is now the case. 

This book does not profess to be a history of the war, and 
therefore it does not deal with its origin and causes. The ex- 
tracts from Sir Hope’s journal commence with a brief account of 
his appointment to the command-in-chief, and the refusal of Sir 
W. Manstield (now Lord Sandhurst) to accept a subordinate 
position. After a short delay at Hong Kong, during which he 
procured alease of Kowloon from the Chinese, the General went 
up to Shanghai, where he met two prominent personages—Mr. 
(afterwards Sir Frederick) Bruce and General de Montauban. 
The descriptions of these two will be read with some interest, as 
they are evidently true to the life, though a little too brief. The 
movement northward is duly chronicled in the second chapter, 
and in the next we plunge in medias res, commencing with the 
disembarkation of our forces near Peh-tang, and the capture of 
the Sin-ho and Tang-ku forts. As many people are not 
alive to the dangers attending our last “ little war” with 


China, it will not be out of place to cite Sir Hope Grant's 
opinion regarding the occupation of Peh-tang. hough it 


was given up without any trouble, still the place was so small 
and the local circumstances so peculiar, that he considers its oc- 
cupation to have been “fraught with the most fearful risks it 
has ever fallen to my lot to encounter; and had we not been 
protected by that Great Being who rules above, terrible and fear- 
ful consequences would have ensued.” Chapter IV. contains the 
General's description of the capture of the Taku forts, and the 
movement up to Tientsin, together with some remarks by Cap- 
tain Knollys on the plan of the attack on the forts. The next 
chapter covers a good deal of ground, including the events at- 
tending the march up to the capital, the treacherous seizure and 
horrible treatment of Parkes, De Norman, Bowlby, and others, 
and the curious manner in which the French “ missed ” their 
way and got tothe Summer Palace first. At the conclusion of 
this chapter the Editor gives Colonel Crealock’s extracts from 
information concerning the city of Peking which General Igna- 
tieff, the Russian Ambassador, so obligingly furnished. In this 
we are told casually that “the Chinese city is the Paris of 
Peking. , It is much cleaner than the Manching (sic) 
city, and the streets are broader and better paved.” In this 
matter we are inclined to think that General Ignatieff drew 
very freely on his imagination, for we never found any percep- 
tible difference between the two cities, and if called upon to 
express a decided opinion, we should give our vote in favour of 
the 'l'artar city, though, after all, bad’s the best. We are next 
presented with a number of interesting letters to Sir Hope 
Grant from Mr. (afterwards Lord) Herbert, who, according to 
the Editor, “ was probably the best War Minister Fngland ever 
possessed.” Following these are several translations from 
Chinese documents, found in Sin-ho by Mr. Parkes, one or 
two of which are rather curious. Chapter VII. deals with the 
closing operations of the war, and the General’s journal fur- 
nishes some interesting and, of course, authentic information 
respecting the burning of Yiian-ming-yiinan, the funerals of the 
uric prisoners, the entry of our troops into Peking, the 
signing of the Convention, which is erroneously spoken of as 
the Treaty, and the tinal withdrawal of the expeditionary force. 
This chapter concludes with some very outspoken remarks by 
the Editor on the French march to Yiian-ming-yiian and their 
pillage of the palace. Captain Knollys also sums up the 
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results gained by the war, which, from a military point of 
view, were undoubtedly satisfactory, but in looking back over 
the history of the past fourteen or fifteen years, we are disposed 
to demur to his assertion that “we obtained freedom of action 
for our merchants throughout the whole of the empire,” for this, 
we have long found, is precisely what we failed to obtain. It is 
also, in our opinion, more than doubtful how far “we procured 
for the civilised world protection from the oppression and bar- 
barous outrages which the nation had been previously wont to 
inflict upon strangers.” Although we do not quite see how it 
properly belongs to the “ Incidents in the China War of 1860,” 
Captain Knollys gives us in the last chapter Sir Hope Grant’s 
account of a trip which he made to Japan after the war was 
over, and last of all his description of the Emperor Napoleon’s 
funeral at Chiselhurst on January 15, 1873. In an appendix 
we find a few official documents and returns, and also a charac- 
teristic letter from Sir F. Bruce, ending with “I like what I 
have seen of Janin ” (the French Envoy) ; we hope that “Janin” 
entertained a similar feeling towards his colleague. In foot- 
notes Captain Knollys carefully chronicles the present rank, &c., 
of the officers named, besides giving occasionally some brief 
explanatory remarks ; we observe, however, that some confusion 
exists in his mind regarding China and Japan, for he tells us in 
a note that Sir Rutherford Alcock resigned his position in Japan 
in July, 1371. The volume contains three very clear maps and 
lans, though they are on too small a scale to be of much use. 
e have perused Captain Knollys’s book with much interest, 
and, in taking leave of it, it is a real pleasure to be able to say 
that, on the whole, there is not the usual mess made of Chinese 
ae ne the few errors which do exist might easily have been 
avoided. 


Medical Reports. By the Surgeons to the Customs at the Treaty 
Ports in China. Shanghai. 1875. 


The Inspector-General of Customs has conferred a consider- 
able obligation on the public by directing the preparation of 
these reports twice a year, and he would still further increase 
that obligation if he were to arrange for their publication some- 
what sooncr. The volume before us deals with the half-year 
ending March 31, 1874, that is to say, the winter season of 
1873-4, and yet it has only just been published, after another 
winter has passed. Mr. Hart sent directions to the Commis- 
sioners of Customs at fourteen ports to have these reports drawn 
up, but in the present instance only six reports have come to 
light. Premising that the volume is under the able editorship 
of Dr. R. A. Jamieson, the Customs’ Consulting Physician at 
Shanghai, we proceed to say a few words about each report in 
turn, viewed, of course, from a non-professional standpoint. 


Curroo.—Drs. Carmichael and Myers report that the genera] 
health of the comraunity has been good, though there was one 
fatal case of “scarlatina maligna ;” they consider that the risk 
of life there is quite as small as, if not less than, that run any 
where at home, aud that itis high time that insurance offices 
took this fact into consideration. Meteorological and mortality 
tables are next given, with detailed comments on the latter. At 
the close of their report, Messrs. Carmichael and Myers give us 
@ very curious piece of information. ‘ Whilst on drugs,” they 
remark, “it may perhaps be useful to draw attention to the 
existence of a substance used by the Chinese for the purpose of 
curding bean-curd. It is a strong poison, and is sometimes re- 
sorted to by women for suicidal purposes. It was firat brought 
to our notice by a compradore, who suggested that it might be 
the poison used in the case of a favourite horse which had been 
criminally destroyed on the night preceding the day of the races. 
An analyst in Shanghai, who had tasted the contents of the ani- 
mal’s stomach, said that the corrosive poison used was strong 
hydrochloric acid, but our informant .. . . seemed to 
think that the substance under notice was probably the stuff 
used, and styled it ‘Native hydrochloric acid.’ Although it 
will be seen from the following remarks that this was not the 
case, still we are of opinion that the powerfully toxic agent 
used by the Chinese should be made known, and we therefore 
append our observations, chemical and physiological. It is 
called by the Chinese /u shui. First we shall consider the chemi- 


cal properties. Two specimens were examined. No. 1 gave 
slight acid reaction with test paper. No. 2 was strongly alka- 
line. The quantity of solid matter was great, but varied 


in each specimen, as did also the specific gravity. No. 1 
contained alum, to which probably its acid reaction was 
due. In both the chloride of sodium was largely pre- 
dominant, and triple phosphates were also present. It is 
one of the productions in the manufacture of saltpetre, which is 
found in combination with chloride of sodium, impregnating 
the soil of the coast of the Gulf of Pechili; some localities 
are distinguished by the white efflorescence which it gives 
to the surface. This appearance we have observed especially on | 
the borders of Shantung and Chihli, where the saline plains ex- 
tend for miles inland. The soil is subject to a lixiviating as 
cess, chiefly for the purpose of obtaining the saltpetre. The 
poisonous product is the Bs tae incapable of crystallisation in 
the extracting of the salt. It is poisonous‘in doses of from one 
fluid ounce.”

cannot be doubted that it is the first in importance. We fear‘ 
however, that it is out of the power of a non-professional writer 
to doit full justice, and to show how much labour and pains 
must have been bestowed on its preparation. Dr. Jamieson 
commences by giving a meteorological table, together with obser- 
vations furnished by the Assistant Harbour Master; and he 
then proceeds to speak of the unusual amount of sickness pre- 
valent during the last quarter of 1873, and apparently due to 
frequent and sudden changes of temperature. The record does 
not read pleasantly. Speaking of the causes of death, the writer 
remarks :—“ It will be seen that typhoid fever and dysentery 
continue to be endemic, and there appears to be good reason for 
assuming that the water used inthe settlements is a main cause 
of both. No attempt has yet been made to obtain a supply of 
re water on a large scale.” Thisdoes not say much for the 
‘ Model Settlement.” The milk supply is next touched upon, 
and after what is said here, we are thankful that we never 
tasted Shapghai milk. Want of space prevents our going more 
fully into Dr. Jamieson’s able report, which must be read to be 
appreciated. We have said enough, we think, to indicate the 
exhaustive manner in which he deals with his subject. 

Nixepo.—Dr. J. H. Mackenzie’s report covers twelve months, 
and during that time the health of the foreign residents was 

- The most common complaints were diarrhea and dys- 
psia, “the former due, phir to an over-indulgence in 
ulta . . the latter ascribable often to too free living.” 

We hope that the Ningpo community will, for the future, take 
warning from Dr. Mackenzie’s hints. Scarlatina and measles of 
a virulent type raged among the Chinese in the city in Decem- 
ber and January, but foreigners were hardly affected at all. The 
writer observes in conclusion that Mr. Consul Alabaster has 
exerted himself ina praiseworthy manner “‘ to further drainage 
and the formation of a bund, both of which are greatly needed. 
They will be of great benefit in a sanitary point of view to the 
settlement.” 

Foocnow (Pacopa ANcHORAGE).—Dr. Somerville commences 
his elaborate report with a few general remarks on the “ phy- 
sical characters of the district,” at the close of which he ob- 
serves :—‘‘The wen (oftener women) engaged in the traffie [of 
liquid night-soil by which the celebrated odours of China are 
developed} appear smiling and robust, and, after careful inquiry, 
E cannot learn that they take any harm from their unsavoury 
occupation.” We hope that their foreign neighbours will be re- 
assured by this information, and not grumble any more about 
“the celebrated odours.” Passing over the tabular statement of 
diseases and the notes thereon, we come to “ General Remarks,” 
in which the writer reports favourably on the health of the 
anchorage, mentioning that the death-rate was onlv five per 
thousand for the six months. He further adds some sensible 
observations on the policy of the home offices in regard to life 
assurance: Dr. Somerville concludes with a long and curious 
dissertation on the disease of dogs, known as “ worms in the 
heart.” People used to be very fond of jumping to a conclu- 
sion that their dogs had been poisoned by some unoffending 
Chinaman, who was supposed to have a spite against them ; it is 
to be hoped that the astonishing revelations here made will 
make them pause before doing so in the future. 

Tamsvu1.—The general health here was excellent, but the set- 
tlement being so small, there is not much scope for a medical 
report. In May, 1873, with the aid of the Rev. G. L. Mackay, 
Dr. Ringer started a dispensary for the aid of native sufferers, 
and up to March 31, 1874, 640 patients attended, many of whom 
came from places ten miles away. 

Amoy.—The Drs. Manson report that during the six months 
the foreign and native community were healthy. No foreigner 
died on shore, but afloat there were three Ean The writers 
narrate an extraordinary case, in which they extracted a leech 
from a man’s nose. No wonder poor Mr. Steere, the naturalist 
(the patient referred tu), “suffered from pains in the head, vertigo, 
and loss of appetite,” and it is exceedingly lucky for him that he 
chanced to mention his case incidentally to the Drs. Manson. 
The rest of this report is occupied with records of thirty-one 
operations op Chinese. _ \ 

The Friend of Chiaa for April opens with a paper on “ What 
the Opium Monopoly is,” based on a Blue-book, entitled Jndia 
(Progress and Condition) 1871-72. The writer arrived at the 
conclusion that, to speak concisely, “China is the plaintiff in 
this case, India is both defendant and judge. Until India is set 
free from degrading mercantile complicity in the opium trade, it 
is. vain to plead China’s wrongs, vain to hope for impartial hear- 
ing of her claims to redress. True, the change proposed might 
not issue, in the first or second year, in one single chest of opium 
being deducted from the amount hitherto sent to China ; but it 
might, nevertheless, lead to the most signal beneficial results.” 
The two articles on the “Effects of Opium-Smoking” and 
“Refuge for the Cure of Opium-Smokers,” by the Rev. G. 
Smith and the Rev. G. E. Moule, M.A., respectively, have pre- 
viously appeared in missionary periodieals. Phe second notice of 
the Consular Reports from China deals with Swatow, Foochow, 
Tamsui, and Ningpo, Mr. Alabaster’s remarks on the trade of 
the last-named port vlaiming the principab share of the writer's 
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detailed in the Kiukiang Report. The testimony of Dr 
Dudgeon (of the Peking Hospital) is next given in the shape of 
answers to four special queries put to him bya friend. The 
objections to the opium trade ara discussed under six heads, and 
seven or eight pages are devoted to newspaper “ clippings,” some 
of which ought to be worth reading, if age be any recommenda- 
tion. Finally, among his Notes of the Month, the editor de- 
votes a few lines to the criticisms which have been passed upon 
the title of this little magazine. 

The Geographical Magazine for April contains, among other 
articles, an interesting paper by Colonel Yule, upon “Trade 
Routes to Western China,” to which is appended a map of the 
routes taken by various explorers, including Mr. Margary, whose 
melancholy death we had recently to chronicle. There is atso a 
biographical notice of the late Sir H. Kellett, whose name will 
be familiar to most of our readers as that of a popular naval 
Commander-in-Chief in China. The notice concludes with the 
following remarks :— — 

Hearty, joyous, open in his manner, he gave pleasure wherever he 
went. Fond of his profession, a first-rate sailor, a good surveyor, he 
delighted in hard work, and when work was done, was foremost in play. 
He has left behind him a memory which will be cherished by all who 
had the pleasure to know him, and madfy there are who sorrow to think 
they shall see him no more. 

The Orivnta! for April contains a variety of matter, the number 
of articles being no fewer than eighteen, inclusive of the con- 
tintiation of a serial story, “ Under Svapicion,” by the editor, 
Mr. J. H. Stocqueler.

Dulcken on the subject of ‘ Chinese Ileas on the Perpetuity of 
Existence.” 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, APRIL 14. 

The question between Germany and Belgium has created, of course, 
a good deal of uneasiness here, inasmuch that it is of public notoriety 
that the Prussian Government had mad? complaints that Jesuits ex- 
pelled from Prussia,and who found an asylum on our territory, abused 
our hospitality, and fomented agitation on the other side of the Rhine. 
I am not able to say whether this report is absyvlutely true, but so much 
is certain, that the Stazts Courant does not contradict it. A fact it is 
that the province? of Limburg is inundated by expelled Jesuits, and 
that many of our noblemen have put their castles and seats at the dis- 
posal of these German Ultramontanes. Of course, no objection can 
be made against giving hospitality to these gantlemen, but it is to be 
hoped that they will not involve us in difficulties, The consecration of 
the Archbishop of the Old Catholics in this country, Mr. Heykamp, 
will take place on the 28th inst., at Utrecht, by Bishop Renkel, from 
Haarlem. Mer. Reinkens will attend this ceremony. 

We have experienced this week an uuprecedented event. The off- 
cial paper, the Staats Courant, has given a direct contradiction to the 
Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant. The last-named paper, in alluding to 
the project to make dry land of the Zuiderzee, stated that the execution 
of the work would be given to a private Catholic company. To every 
one’s astonishment, the official paper reproduced this piece of news, 
with the addition, in prominent typ2, that it wa3 wholiy insorract. I 
think that it would have been better that the contradiction should 
have been given by pitblishing the Bill in which the execution of this 
niost important work i3 proposed. 

Last week the steamer Evyeron left Texel bound for Batavia, but was 
obliged to return to that harbour, having sustained damage by heavy 
seas. It was at once asserted that this steamer—she is only of 350 
tons burthen—was not seaworthy, but after having be2n examined 
by the surveyors these rumours were officially contradicted, and the 
steamer has again left Nieuwe Diep. It naust be understood that this 
amall vessel is not destined for the service between Holland and Java, 
but for the local trade. 

The Arnhemsche Courant of to-day publishes the startling news that 
the day after the departure of Mr. Loudon from Batavia Mr. de Roche- 
mont, his intendant, will publish a book, “ Loudon and Atchia.” The 
introduction will be a letter addressed to and an answer from the Go- 
vernor-General. It will be most sensational, and will expose, so it it 
said, the whole intrigue of the Atchin war. If this correspondent is 
well informed we may expect something piguznt. 

The King has accepted the resignation of Mr. J. J. van der Pot as 
Dutch Consul at Nagasaki, and appointed in his placa Mr. J. Martens ; 
whilst as Consul at Shanghai and for the Yangtsze Ports is appointed 
Mr. F. E. Heyden, and at Amoy Mr. C. J. Pasevag. The King’ has 
granted permission to Mr. W. C. Korthals, at Yokohama, to accept the 
Knighthood of the Wasa Order, conferred upon him by the King of 
Sweden and Norway. 

The moat important fact I have to mention is that the King has ac- 
cepted the resignation of Lieut.-General N. H. W. S. Whitton as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the East Iudian Army, who is replaced by Major- 
General G. P. de Neve. It seems that. it has been very dificult for the 
Government to find an officer willing to accept this important post. 

Ina former letter I spoke about the article of General de Stuers, 
published in the leading periodical, de Gids, in defencs of the policy 
and tactics of General Van Swieten. I omitted to add that the author 
is the father-in-law of the ex-Governor-Goneral, Mr. Loudon. 

The First Chamber of the States General has been closed, after the 
members had dealt with all the Bills which were laid before them. The 
Second Chamber will re-assemble on Tuesday next. Theclosing weeks 
of thia Session will probably be very lively. 

The chief engineer of the preliminary works for the construction of 
railways in Java will start with his staff by the steamer Prinses Amalia. 
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THE SINGAPORE JAIL. 

“ HORRIBLE ! most hgrrible!” must be the exclamation 
of all those who read the terrible account of the mutiny 
in Singapore Jail, which has been given in the local 
joarnals of that coloay, and, wuat is worse, we are com- 
p2lled to come to the conclusion that the catastrophe was 
also unnecessarily horrible, and that it could never have 
occurrel hai due precaution bzen taken to prevent the pos- 
sibility ofa rising of the kind. It is of course easy to be 
wise after the fact, and we should perhaps hesitate to speak 
so positively in the matter, but that we have in some de- 
gree th> right to do so, having pointed out upon an occa- 
sion which attracted the attention of the whole civilised 
world, the sal murder of Earl Mayo in In‘ia, the undesir- 
ability upoa every groaud of those in high position need- 
lessly expo3ing themselves to danger. We do not, of course, 
ignore that the superintendent of a jail occupies a position 
in which at times he is not only justified but bound to face 
danger ; but this very fact clearly points to the duty of 
exercising the utmost precaution in all cases where this 
necessity does not exist. While we sympathise most deeply 
with Mr. DENT and the other sufferers in this sad affair, we 
cannot feel satisfied that all the precautions against an out- 
break of the kind were taken, or that the matter has not 
been another painful illustration of how easily the most 
serious warnings are forgotten. A lesson of the necessity 
for precaution could have been learnt by the mutiny which 
some years ago occurred at the jail at Stonecutters’ Island, 
off Hong Kong, in which all the prisoners managed to 
escap2. This must have been well known in the neighbour- 
ing colony of Singapore, and should have been taken as a 
warning of the small extent to which such men can be 
trusted, and the urgent necessity for the most rigid pre- 
cautionary measures. 

One obvious mistake appears to underlie the matter, 
which it is to be hoped will be remedied at the earliest 
possible opportunity. It appears that as many as a hun- 
dred Chinese are locked up together in a single room. In 
addition to the general reasons against this course, which 
are ably set forth by Mr. TALLICK in a letter published 
elsgwhere, any one acquainted with Chinese ways will at 


once recognise that this is the most likely plan that could. 


be devised for inducing a rising. It is never safe to allow 
large numbers of Chinese to be together where there is any 
possibility of such an occurrence. Combining and plotting 
are habits inherent in the Chinese, and especially among 
the desperate and criminal class¢és, who—as is only too 
well known in the Straits Settlements from the revela- 
tions which came out before the Commission to inquire 
into the Penang riots—unite in secret societies, the mem- 
bers of which are bound to aid one another in carrying 
out any nefarious scheme which has been set on foot. 
Seven hundred Chinese, or mostly Chinese, prisoners, in 
rooms containing each about a hundred men, are exactly 
seven hot-beds of mutiny of the most desperate and dan- 
gerous description, and the slightest opportunity of inter- 
communication such as, at meal times, when—though the 
prisoners were watched, they could not be noticed so closely 
that by signs or odd words such as are familiar to the 
secret associations they could not convey their plots to 
one another—appears to have existed. Whether the 
nature of the jail at Singapore necessitates such defective 
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arrangements we cannot say ; but it is clear that in a jail 
organised in any such way as the Singapore jail is, too 
great precaution could not possibly be taken. But, so far 
from this, we are compelled to note a complete want of 
anything like the rigidity of discipline which should cha- 
racterise even an ordinary jail. In the first place, we read 
that at the outbreak the superintendent was stabbed 
by one man with a chisel and by another with a 
hatchet. Where were these instruments obtained? If 
from the tools given to the prisoners to work with. why 
was there not a European warder superintending the re- 
turn of the working tools into the respective depots? If 
the weapons had been obtained from without, how was 
this allowed? Again, there seems no doubt that there 
would have been a fair chance, either that the rising 
would not have occurred, or that it would have been 
speedily quelled had the warders been armed ; and it was 
a great omission that they were allowed to go about 
among the prisoners without means of protecting them- 
selves, whenever such a course should become necessary. 

Both these points should be officially inquired into, and 
steps should be taken without delay for making the disci- 
pline of the jail such that any plotting among the prisoners 
will be impossible. Only very small numbers should be 
together ; one lot should on no account be allowed commu- 
nication with another, and they should be visited only by 
European warders or turnkeys. It is too frequently thought 
that under certain restrictions, and with a certain amount 
of supervision, Chinese may be trusted to some extent. It 
is, however, beyond question—if experience has ever 
taught anything—that Chmese cannot ever be trusted 
under circumstances in which it may be to the interest of 
any large number of them to combine together for the 
purpose either of a mutiny or a crime. Of late years there 
has been too great a tendency to place confidence in na- 
tives of all kinds, and it is to be hoped that we shall not 
require even a more severe proof than the rising in the 
Singapore Jail to awaken us to the idleness of this 
pleasing dream. Underneath the docile exterior of the 
Celestial there lurk the most dangerous passions and the 
most desperate wills. Beneath an outward semblance of 
obedience and amenability to authority, Chinese will for 
months harbour plots and conspiracies, which they want 
but the opportunity to put into execution. We are, there- 
fore, called upon in all our dealings with these people, but 
more especially in dealing with the criminal population, to 
be ever upon our guard, and never allow ourselves to be 
betrayed into a moment’s flagging in vigilance by any cir- 
cumstances which may at first sight make it appear that 
so much precaution is unnecessary, as it will most likely 
prove that docility simply results from the very precautions 
which we are taking, and the consequent hopelessness of 
any attempt at mutiny proving successful. 

We cannot leave this subject without referring to the 
singularly unfair attempt which was made by the corre- 
spondent of the Madras Timss at Singapore to cause it 
to appear that the faults in the jail management at that 
place are a consequence of a system in force in Singapore, 
which the writer ‘supposes is unknown elsewhere in the 
East,” of a large number of visiting justices of the peace 
being picked out of the mercantile community. As show- 
ing how little the writer knows of the subject, we may 
mention that precisely the same system is in force in Hong 
Kong, and that it there works very well, and it is sufficient 
to add that the charge against the non-officials is com- 
pletely answered by Mr. READ, in the letter which we 
published in our last issue, in which he points out that it 
is due to the non-official justices of the peace that the 
jail was not even more insecure than it has proved. It 
was, in fact, they who obtained an increased number of 
warders, and who urged that these officers should be armed. 
Had these recommendations been carried out, aud the 
mistake of confining so large a number of prisoners to- 
gether been avoided, there is every reason to believe the 
mutiny could never have occurred. 


WitTH reference to the notice in a late issue on St.

He 
states that the Consul sets forth that the Chinese autho- 
rities have frequently complained to him of the expenses 
attending the maintenance of the steam cruisers, and 
“asked him whether means could not be devised for col- 
lecting their duties in Hong Kong.” “ This brings me,” 
he says, ‘to the consideration of a question which under- 
“‘ went much discussion some years ago. and which was ad- 
“ verted to at the public meeting held in the colony on the 
“14th September last. I refer to the proposal made by 
“ Her MAJEsTY’s Minister at Peking that a Chinese Consul 
“‘ should be appointed to reside in Hong Kong.” To this 
proposal Earl CARNARVON is prepared to accede. He tells us 
that heisso“ withoutexamining thesufficiency of thegrounds 
“ which were put forward at that time for rejecting the pro- 
“ posal of Mr. WabE.” A Chinese Consui ina colony such 
as Hong Kong, will be, in the opinion of those best able to 
judge,a source of constant annoyance and anxiety, and there 
is only too much reason to fear that a mandarin in such a po- 
sition would soon find the means of establishing such an in- 
fluence over the native community as to form an imperium in 
imperio of a very dangerous character. There can be very 
little doubt that, on the matter being placed in his hands, 
Mr. WADE will not allow so favourable an opportunity of 
carrying out one of his pet hobbies to slip ; and we may 
be certain that before very long he will be sending an 
elaborate report to the Foreign-office, backing up his subor- 
dinate, Sir BRoOKE ROBERTSON. It is a curious fact, how- 
ever, that the latter is not in favour of a Chinese official 
being appointed as Consul in Hong Kong, and there is just a 
chance that this may cause some hesitation in the adoption 
of a plan which ought not to be resorted to. The Earl of 
CARNARVON admits that “the appointment of a Chinese 
“ Consul in Hong Kong would be no concession at all, but 
“only the recognition of a reciprocal right which China is 
“ entitled to claim ;’ and after he has announced this as his 
opinion, it is difficult to see how he can longer hesi- 
tate to grant it, as the Chinese will not be slow in 
seizing the vantage ground placed at their disposal by this 
official declaration. The end of the reference of the matter 
to the Secretary of State for the Colonies has thus been an 
admission that the Chinese can demand to place a Consul 
in the colony whenever they please; but Lord CARNARVON 
ig not contented with this, but actually goes so far as to 
hold that it would be the part of a friendly Power to make 
concessions to China, even though unimposed by inter- 
national duty, on account of the peculiar conditions under 
which we hold the island of Hong Kong. It is certainly 
something new to hear it enunciated that in dealing with 
a country which steadily denies to us the concessions mude 
by all other civilised nations we ought to be especially ac- 
commodating ; notwithstanding that it is admitted by Lord 
CARNARVON himself that “the evidence establishes that 
“ the officers of the Chinese Government have been guilty 
“ of abuses, and there is too much reason to believe that un- 
“lawfuland unauthorised acts have beencommitted by them 
“to even a greater extent than is capable of exact proof.” 
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COUP D’ETAT IN KOREA. 

FRoM time to time our contemporary in the Far East, 
(the North China Herald, has published interesting com- 
munications from a correspondent at Newchwang, purport- 
ing to give a correct account of ‘‘The Revolution in 
Korea,” which is stated to have taken place in November, 
and its progress during 1874. The writer of this 
correspondence signs himself ‘ PHILO-COREANUS,’ and 
states that his information is derived from native sources 
on which he places full reliance. As the statements in the 
first of these letters are not confirmed, after a lapse of 
twelve months, by any reports through Chinese or Ja- 
panese channels, we are at a loss how to treat the news 
they communicate. If the events narrated be true, their 
effects upon the future prospects of the Government and

not only to the nation at large, but to the 
neighbouring States of China and Japan, if not to foreign 
Powers desirous of entering into treaties of amity and com- 
merce with the young Korean King. In a previous article 
we stated how his father, who had assumed most despotic 
powers as Regent during his minority, and how he was 
overthrown by a Court intrigue, at the instigation of the 
Queen Dowager, who had adopted the Regent's con, as she 
and the old King were childless. The particulars of the 
coup d'etat are given in one of the latest letters, which the 
writer avers is an accurate account of it. It may be so, 
but the narrative reads more like romance than reality. 
We are informed that when the tyrannical rule of the Re- 
gent had reached its culminating point, two nobles, at the 
risk of their lives, presented a petition to the young King, 
praying for the suppression of arbitrary taxes, and other 
impositions, with the power of life and death to be limited 
to his Majesty’s prerogative. In order to see for himself 
the state of affairs beyond the palace, he went out incognita, 
and found themtrue. Then the old Queen lay prostrate in 
his way, threatening to starve herself if he did not give 
ear to the petition, and change his councillors. This had 
the desired effect, and he said to her :—‘“In future my 
“ father ehall not govern, as I shall do so myself. There- 
‘“‘ fore rise and eat.” A few days afterwards he called his 
Council of Ministers together, also the two petitioners, and 
addressed them to the following effect :—‘‘I have become 
“ King at anearly age. The Regent has been managing 
“‘ matters beyond the palace, whilst this has been the care 
“of the Dowager Queens. Till now I have done nothing, 
“and I am unacquainted with matters—but I have become 
‘‘ a man, and as my father, who governed for me, is old and 
“‘ fatigued, I must direct everything myself in future. You 
“and all functionaries will help me with your strength 
“and intelligence, to govern wisely and justly.” This 
judicious speech was followed up by a change in his chief 
Ministers, one being exiled, and another degraded, while 
the main clauses in the petition were complied with. 

With a new regime, comprising three members of the 
Inner Council, and six Presidents of Boards, after the 
model of the Chinese Government, the young King entered 
upon the active rule of. his kingdom. Besides these great 
functionaries, he was induced by the Queen Dowager to 
appoint a nephew of hers, and a relation of his wife to 
high offices, superior to them all. The consequences were 
that these two men arrogated to themselves the govern- 
ment of the capital and provinces, selling public dignities 
and offices to the highest bidder, so that the rulers became 
even more corrupt than before, to the great injury of the 
honestly-disposed officials, nobility, and people. It appears, 
however, that these and other arbitrary acts were checked 
when the news reached them by way of Peking that the 
Japanese were going to invade the Peninsula; in con- 
junction with the forces of France and America. The 
Government immediately prepared to resist the invasion, 
by increasing the army and calling upon the people to 
defend the country. At the same time, in order to calm 
the minds of the timid, the following proclamation was 
issued :—‘‘ Do not you fear. It is true Europeans are power- 
“ful, but we must try to resist them, for we have before 
“ now got rid of them ; then when we have fought them, 
“if we find that we cannot stop them, we will make peace, 
‘and that is all it can end in. Let us first number (col- 
“ lect) our soldiers. Don’t fear, therefore.” ‘‘ After this,” 
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writes PHiLo-CorEANUS, “every man that could hold 4 
“gun was enrolled, and the number of defenders was 
“‘ sreat—soldiers being posted wherever 1t was thought 
“ ships were able tocome. At Kanghoa there were about 
“6000. All the principal parts of the coast were forti- 
< fied.” When the news came that the Japanese expedi 
tion had gone to Formosa instead of Korea, the people said 
that the ex-Regent had spread the alarm, and murmured 
at the heavy war tax imposed. The events narrated in 
these communications, on the whole, are so circumstantial 
that we are bound to believe them, until more direct in- 
telligence comes from this the last of exclusive nations. 





SUGAR MACHINERY. 


AmoncstT the most recently patented inventions is a pro- 
cess calculated to be most beneficial to the sugar growers 
of Java, Penang, Manila, and the other countries of the 
Far East. Hitherto the refuse canes, after the expression 
of the juice, are either employed as fuel or thrown out on 
the land to decay for manure, for both of which purposes 
there is a small amount of return. An ingenious experi- 
mentor has discovered a method by which this “‘ Megass,” or 
cane refuse, may be so cleaned and worked up, partly by 
mechanical and partly by chemical means, as to be capable 
of conversion into excellent paper of a quality equal to that 
in use by first-class newspapers and magazines. We need 
scarcely remind readers in the East that for some years past 
the demand for materials capable of being converted into 
paper has been largely on the increase, the supply being 
quite inadequate to the requirements of the trade. A dozen 
years ago Esparto grass was introduced, and after a good 
deal of opposition from prejudiced manufacturers came 
into general use, the imports of the article from Spain 
and Algeria amounting to about 140,000 tons annually. 
Even with this additional article to help the production of 
paper, manufacturers have had some difficulty in keeping 
the trade supplied, and now it appears probable that owing 
to the reckless manner in which this grass has been gathered 
the supply will gradually decrease. The patentee of the 
new process, aftera lengthened series of experiments, has 
succeeded in extracting the whole of the albuminous and 
nitrogenous matter from the crushed cane, and in effectual ly 
cleansing, separating, and bleaching the fibrous portion 
remaining, fitting it for conversion into paper pulp at a 
cost which enables it to leave a good profit to the maker. 
It would be difficult to overrate the importance and value 
of this new process, whether as affecting the progress of 
the paper trade or as profitable to the sugar producer. 
At the present moment there are complaints urged by sugar 
planters in various parts of the globe as to the very small 
margin of profit left after paying all necessary expenses. 
By adopting the new process introduced into the West 
India Islands, by which an additional ten per cent. of sugar 
may be extracted from the cane, and by utilising the re- 
fuse cines for paper material the producer of sugar will 
find his enterprise very considerably augmented. The 
process by which this result is attained is simple, and one 
which involves but a moderate outlay on works ; nor does 
it require any special knowledge in the working, all of 
which may be learned by a few days’ instruction ; the 
fibrous portion requires only a certain amount of drying 
after treatment to be pressed and baled for shipment to 
Europe in a state fit for immediate treatment by the paper- 
maker. Bamboo, when treated in a similar manner, gives 
a magnificent fibre at a small cost, and would yield 
a certain profit to any one erecting works for its treat- 
ment, There need be no fear as to a demand for all the 
material that can be brought to market, for the paper trade 
is ever on the increase, and must continue to expand far 
beyond present limits. Having regard to the great extent 
of sugar cultivation in all parts of the world, it is impossi- 
ble not to regard this invention as one of great value, and 
in this light we commend the matter to the attention of 
sugar growers in the Far East.

The total number of pieces passed for issue was 
30,745,493, and the real or nominal value $1,402,879. 
The falling off in the coinage of gold is very decided. The 
coinage of silver has been almost entirely confined to the 
smaller subsidiary pieces, the quantity of silver yen bei 
merely nominal. This latter coin has been declared a legal 
tender at Singapore, Canton, and Foochow, and at these 
ports it now passes at par with the Mexican dollar. 

Copper coins of all denominations have been produced 
in large quantities, the daily outturn being now two tons. 


THE BLOCKADE OF HONG KONG. 


An important Blue-book, containing the correspondence re- 
lating to the above question, has been issued. It contains, among 
other documents, the report of the Commission appointed last 
year in Hong Kong to inquire into the subject, the publication 
of which was refused, on the ground that it had to be transmitted 
to Her Majesty's Government. The series of despatches under 
notice commences with one from Sir Arthur Kennedy, Governor 
of Hong Kong, to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, en- 
closing copy of the letter addressed by Messrs. Caldwell and 
Brereson, solicitors, covering the petition from Chinese mer- 
chants in the colony with reference to the injury to their trade, 
which was being worked by the system of blockade in furce. This 
petition has already been published, and the main circumstances 
connected with the seizure of the junk Aum-Hop-Sing, to which 
among other matters it directs attention, have also been printed. 
On the 25th August Sir Arthur Kennedy transmits memorial 
from the Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce, and the report of 
the Commission appointed to inquire into the matter in Hong 
Kong. This latter document sets forth that they found, after 
carefully perusing all documents upon the subject, and exa- 
mining the Chinese witnesses who came forward to give their 
testimony that — 

A most vexatious system of blockading is kept up at all the en- 
trances to the harbour by a number of boats in the employ of the 
Hoppo of Canton, the salt farmer, and the collector of the lekin tax ; that 
these boats are of various classes, steam-launches, pull-a-way gigs, snake 
boats, and hak-kows, often partially'manned by Europeans, and ap parently 
under the supervision of a steam crusier named the Peng-chao Bas, 
commanded by a British subject and officered by Europeans ; that the 
proceedings of these craft have at various times been most unjustifiable, 
and when brought to the notice of the Chinese authorities by the Go- 
vernment of the colony, through Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul at 
Canton, the complaints have, in most instances, been met by denials 
and quibblings, and but slender satisfaction has in any instance been 
obtained ; and finally, that there is no doubt in the minds of the mem- 
bers of the Commission that the craft above referred to continually 
make use of and encroach into the waters of the colony. 

Instances in support of this opinion are given, and exception 
is taken by the Commission to the fact that Her Majesty's Con- 
sul at Canton “ignores the fact that the colony is free, and that 
no goods exported from it can be contraband, and that no vessel 
can be said to be smuggling until she endeavours to enter a 
Chinese port, or land her cargo on Chinese territory without 
paying uty.”

1873 was £6,025, as against £8,715 in 1872, accompanied by greater 
efficiency, and the undoubted result of deterring a numerous class of 
habitual criminals, who were wont to make the gaol a refuge at certain 
seasons of the year. 

The Report of the Colonial Surgeon conveys all the information I 
am able to afford. The site of a new hospital is in course of prepara- 
tion, to commence building as soon as the plans are received from Eng- 
and. The general health of the Colony has been satisfactory. 

A glance at the Return of Public Works, &c , at page 36, will show 
alaudable activity on the part of the Survey Department, of which 
Mr. Price took charge during the year. The amount of important 
work done (and well done) by his often short-handed establishment 
is most creditable. The repair and reconstruction of drains, of origin- 
ally faulty construction, will involve a large outlay. The supply of 
water has been greatly improved, and larger works are still under con- 
sideration of the Legislature. 

The testimony of the Acting Attorney-General as to the increased 
and increasing efficiency of the colonial police force is very satisfactory. 
Mr. Hayllar’s position as public prosecutor and chairman of a lengthened 
inquiry into the condition of the police force in 1871-2 adds great 
weight to his opinion, which I can conscientiously confirm. New 
guard-houses have been established, und a permanent station formed 
at Kowloong, which has brought a lawless population into a state of 
peace and order formerly unknown. A reference to the Report of the 
Captain Superintendent will show that the large number of 158 men 
of all nationalities have been struck off the roll of the force during the 
year. It was unhappily necessary to make these examples, but it has 
resulted in the increased respectability and efficiency of the force. 

The Report of the Postmaster-General will be read with interest and 
satisfaction, supplemented by an additional Annua! Report of an in- 
spection by that officer lately transmitted. 

The public peace has been unbroken, and the laws have been firmly 
and judiciously administered. I continue to receive cordial support 
from the executive officera of the Colony. 





CEYLON. 
The report of Acting Governor Birch to the Earl of Carnarvon 
for 1873, is as follows :— 


® The revenue for 1873 was ... £1,290,918 
The expenditure for ditto 1,176,259 
Excess of revenue over expenditure ... £114,659 


As compared with 1872 the revenue of 1873 shows an increase of 
£116,220. The following are the principal items of inorease :— 

Customs: Imports £16,681, due to the improvement of trade gene- 
rally. There has been an increase on most of the articles imported, 
principally on cotton goods, grain, malt liquor, &c. 

Land Sales, £7,888, attributable to the sale of large tracts of waste land 
in the Central Province, suited for coffee cultivation, and to the high 
prices realised for building lots in the Western Province. The highest 
price realised for land suitable for coffee cultivation was £18 the acre, and 
for building lands in the vicinity of Colombo £264 the acre. Land re- 
venue: Paddy, £6,266 ; owing to a productive harvest, the result of 
more seasonable weather in 1873 than in the previous year. Royalty 
on plumbago, £2,438. The trade in this article has considerably in- 
creased of late ; and owing to the attempts made to evade the payment 
of the royalty due on plumbago dug on private lands, the dues are now 
collected as a royalty on the shipment of the article. Rents exclusive 
of lands: Tolls on bridges and canals, &c.. £5,028, indicating increased 
traffic, leading to greater competition for toll rents. 

Stamps : General, £11,011. Owing to the introduction of a new sys- 
tem in 1873, under which stamp and registration fees for title-deeds 
are brought to account of reven® instead of being placed in deposit, 
the collections of 1873 include the revenue proper of that year, and 
portions of the revenue of previous years. Postage stamps, £2,369, 
‘ showing that these stamps are more extensively used by the public. 

Sale of Government Property: Salt, £7,929 ; owing to the sale of a 
larger quantity for export to released districts, the stuck in the previous 
year having been so low that no salt was available for issue to Dhonies. 
Colonial stores, £2,969 ; accounted for by the fact that, on the transfer 
of the Culonial Store Department to the new quarters at Slave Island, 
the old and useless stock in store was disposed of. 

Miscellaneous Receipts: Repayment for deficiency of troops, £3,670. 
In consequence of the disbandment of the Ceylon Rifle Regiment in 
June, 1873, and the question of the military force remaining unsettled, 
the colony continued to make the full payment of the military contri- 
bution at the rate of £160,000 per annum, and the abatement to be 
paid by the military authorities on account of deficiency of truops was 
therefore larger for the year 1872-73 than the previous year. 

Interest on Indiaa and local investments, £6,018; owing to the se- 
cond half-year's interest on Indian stock for 1872 having been received 
in 1873. Railway receipts, £52,586 ; accounted fur by tne partial open- 
ing of the extension to Nawalapitiya, as far as Gampola, in February, 1873, 
and by the larger coffee crop in that year. The expenditure of 1873 was 
£1,176,259, that of 1872, £1,062,994, showing an increase of £113,265. 
The increase under the head of “ Establishments " amounts to £15,790; 
it is chiefly in the registration, the medical, police, and railway de- 


partments. 
ASSETS AND LIABILITIES. 

The asse‘s of the colony on the 3lst December, 1873, amounted to 
£418,782, the liabilities to £302,913, showing an excess of assets over 
liabilities of £115,868. Omitting from the statement of assets the sum 
of £3,750 on account of arrears of revenue outstanding, and £1,875 on 
account of surcharges outstanding, and deducting also from the state- 
ment of liabilities the item of £24,975 on account of drafts outstanding, 
the balance amounted to £135,219. This is subject to a further de- 
duction on account of the new copper coin received from India in 1871

BANK REPORTS. 

The report of the Oriental Bank Corporation states that the accounts 
made up to the 3lst December last have been audited as usual, and 
show a balance of £177,491 12s. ld. after defraying current expenses, 
and providing for all bad and doubtful debts. To this balance has to 
be added £8,509 6s. 4d. from last year's account, making a total of 
£186,000 18s. 5d. to be dealt with. A dividend of 6 per cent. for the 
half-year ended 30th June, which was paid in November, absorbed 
£90,000 of the above sum. The directors now propvse to pay a like 
dividend of 6 per cent. for the half-year ended 31st December, which 
will reyuire a further paymentof £90,000. This payment being made, 
there will remain £6,000 18s. 5d. to be carried to the credit of the next 
account. Some time ago the directors had their attention directed to 
South Africa as a field fur banking operations, and were induced to 
open an agency at Port Elizabeth. A favourable opportunity of ac- 
quiring an old Colunial connection at that place having presented 
itself, they have, under authority from the Lurds Commissioners af 
Her Majesty's ‘Treasury, established there a branch bank, with power 
to issue notes payable on demand. The progress of this branch, with 
several supporting agencies now in operation, has been satiefactory and 
encouraging. ° 





The report of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and 
China states that the profit for the year, including £1,661 lls. 4d. 
brought forward from previous year, amuunts to £54,712 7s. 9d. Out 
of this sum a dividend of 4 per cent., amounting to £30,000, has been 
paid for the half-year ended 30th June last, and a further dividend of 
2 per cent., amounting to £15,000, is now declared, making together 6 
per cent. fur the year, free of iucometax. The balance of £9,712 7s. 9d. 
has been carried to Reserve Fund, which has been debited with 
£13,612 7s. 9d. for bad and doubtful debts. The Directors have plea- 
gure in recommending Mr. William Scott, of the firm of Messrs. Binney 
and Co., Madras, for the seat on the Board, vacant by the death of Mr. 
Mackenzie. A resolution to this effect will be proposed at the meeting. 





The report of the National Bank of India shows a balance at 
debit of profit and loss account of £8,865, 5s. 4d., which has been met 
by a transfer of £10,000 from Reserve Fund. That fund will then 
stand at £15,000, and a sum of £2,375 103. 10d. will be carried forward 
to credit of profit and loss account for next half-year. The unsatisfac- 
tory results which these accounts disclose have arisen chiefly from the 
difficulty experienced in finding safe and profitable employment for the 
Bank’s funds, which, as the shareholders are aware, are mainly em- 
ployed in exchange operations. The features which have characterised 
the half-year have been the great scarcity of bills, a difficulty which 
has been experienced by the branches in India as well as by the branch 
at Hong Kong. This scarcity is attributable in a measure to the reduc- 
tion in the value of Eastern produce, the absorption of a large amount 
of bills on German account in return for shipments of silver to India, and 
in Bombay, especially, to the small amount of exports. These adverse 
circumstances, by increasing the available resources of the Exchange 
banks, intensified the competition for bills and reduced margins of 
profit. The Board having long felt the want of a branch at Shanghai 
to complete the chain of the Bank's exchange operations (especially 
during the past year), and having only delayed opening there until an 
experienced and tried officer should be available, have sent Mr. James 
Campbell (formerly manager at Hong Kong), with instructions to open 
such a branch. The Board have had the advantage of communicating 
their views to Mr. Campbell personally in regard to the business of the 
branch, and it will, they expect, be in full operation during the en- 
suing month. 


Monetary avd Commercial. 





‘We much regret to announce the suspension of Messrs. Fearon 
and Co.,old established merchants in the China trade, and agents 
for Messrs. Augustine Heard and Co., China; the China Traders’ 
and other Insurance offices ; also the New York, London, and 
China Steam Company. 

Little change has occurred in the aspect of the Manchester 
market. Quietness has prevailed all through, with only a 
limited inquiry for both Yarns and Goods, but this, in a mea- 
sure, owing to the firmness of producers, who, being generally 
well engaged, are disinclined to accept anything below last week’s 

rices. Slight concessions would probably have led to business, 
ut neither mes nor manufacturers are, as a rule, disposed to 
make any reduction. 


The report of the directors of the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia, and China, to be presented to the shareholders at the 
meeting on the 21st inst., states that the gross earnings amount to 
£143,945 Os. 9d., and that the net profit, including the sum of 
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£3,823 15s. 5d. brought forward from the previous account, is 
£67,260 8s. Of this amount the interim dividend already paid 
has absorbed £20,000, and the directors now recommend the 
shareholders to transfer £20,000 to reserve fund, to declare a 
dividend for the past half-year at the rate of five per cent. per 
annum (free of income-tax), and to carry forward £7,260 8s. to 
new account.

The limited 
demand for the latter, coupled with the approach of the new crop, has 
caused a decline of a few francs ; p¥ices of Chinas, on the contrary, 
remain firm for all sorts, save best grades of Tsatlee, upon which con- 
cessions of one or two francs fail so far to draw much attention on the 
part of buyers. Nothing can be said yet as regards the next European 
crop, except that seeds being plentiful and cheap the outturn ought 
to be satisfactory, if the influence of the weather remains favourable. 
First sales of cocoons to arrive have just been made in Milan on the 
basis of last year’s prices.
